It   wis  re^e^tly  called   to   our    attention  that  President    Johnson   did   not 
i-^lude   a^y  apprc7riat  ion   of   funds   for   National   Seashore    land    acquisi- 
tion   in   his    new-  budget.      If  the  President    is    really   interested    in   keep- 
ing  Ameri^e^s   at    home   and    cutting  spending   abroad,   more   att er.pt s    should 
be  made   to   expend   and  protect    our   natural  resources. 

We   ~a~   begin    "at   home".      Massachusetts  has  the    "ape    "od  National 

Seashore    which  can  be    and    hopefully  will  be   expanded,    however,    expansion 
has   come    to    a   halt.      The    larrti    acquisition   office    for   our    own    "ape   "od 
rational  Seashore   has   been    closed.      Eight    thousand   two   hundred   and    seventy 
-one   acres    (8,271)    of   land    scheduled    to   be^  in    the    seashore  park   remain 
in    the  hands   of  private    owners.      To    quote  the'  Boston   Herald-Truveler , 
February  7,    1968,    "'under   the   present    setup,   there    is  often    a   16-month 
lag  between    authorizaing  a  perk   or    seashore   and   congressional   appropri- 
ation   of   funds'*. 

The    funds   are   needed  now    to  prevent    speculative  pricing   and    schemes  to 
drive   land   prices    skyward.      Land  prices  naturally  keep  going  up,   but 
appropriations   are   either   down   or  no--exist  ing. 

We   call  upon    you,    as   a  part    of    our   Massachusetts   "ongressional   Delega- 
tion,   to  take   action   by   introducing  and    supporting   legislation   to   raise 
these   necessary   funds.

I  regret  to  say  that  I  am  not  in  a  position  at  this 
time  to  say  when  hearings  on  your  H.R.  10914  can  be  scheduled. 
Several  things  stand  in  the  way  of  this  at  present.   First,  we 
will  need  a  report  on  the  bill  from  the  Interior  Department. 
Second,  it  will  be  almost  impossible  to  move  ahead  on  appro- 
priation authorizations  of  any  size  until  the  bill  to  increase 
the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund,  on  which  you  testified, 
becomes  law.   Third,  there  are  a  number  of  problems  similar  to 
yours  pending  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

I  assure  you  that  I  understand  and  sympathize  with 
you  with  respect  to  the  situation  in  which  Cape  Cod  finds 
itself  and  that  I  hope  that  our  Subcommittee  on  National  Parks 
and  Recreation  will  be  able  to  give  your  measure  the  considera- 
tion it  deserves.

Although   the    Department   of    the    Interior  has   not  yet 
responded   to  my   request    for   a   clear  explanation   of   the 
certificates    of   suspension   of   condemnation,    especially   as 
to  whether   the    land   so   covered    is    included    in   its   estimates 
of   land  to  be    acquired,    I   thoucrht    that,    in    light  of    the    concern 
which   your  doubts   have    aroused,    I    had   better  write    immediately 
to   clarify   the   situation. 

First   —    I   certainly   do  believe   my   earlier   statement   that 
the    land  held   by   persons   on    the   Seashore,    on  which   a   dwellina 
was    constructed  before   September   1,    1959,    will   belona   to   them 
in  perpetuity   —    as    long   as    zonina,    approved  by   the   Secretary 
of  the   Interior,    is   in  effect.      This   belief   I   have    recently 
reaffirmed   through   discussions   with   both   Superintendent   Stan  lev 
Joseph    and   Chief   Richard.   Stanton   of   the   Bureau  of  Land    and 
^r  Riohts. 

The    ficrure   of    44,600    acres    is    a    oross  estimate   of   the   area 
which    the   Seashore  will   eventually   encompass    —    and   includes 
off-shore  water   riohts   presently  held   by   the    State   of   Massa- 
chusetts,   as   well    as    the    approximately   2,160    acres    included 
as    part   of   the    land  which   will   never  be    acquire^   by   the 
Parte   Service. 

In    order   to   assuaoe   your   doubts,    I   have    requested    Secretary 
Udall   to  expedite   his    ansvr^r   to   rv    letter.    In    addition,    Super- 
intendent  Joseph   has    assured   me   that   he  will  write    to  you, 
statincr   in   clear   terms    the   Seashore   policy   in    regard    to 
certificates    of   suspension   of   condemnation. 

I    rearet   that   my   earlier   letter   to  you   cast   doubt   on   my 
confidence    in   the   Seashore    l^aislation    —   you  miaht    recall 
that   my   support  of   the    Cape    Cod   Seashore   bill  was    continaent 
upon   the    arrangement  by  which    Seashore    residents    could    retain 
their  homes    and   the   Cape  would    retain    its    unique    character.    In 
any   event,    if   you    still   have    any  questions,    please    call    me    at 
once.      As    soon   as    I've   received   the    letter   from   the   Park    Service, 
I   will    forward   it   to  you.

could   retain   their  homes.    —    in  perpetuity,    provided    certain 
zonino   requirements  were   met.      My   seemingly   contradictory 
statement  was  based  on   erroneous    information    from   the  Bureau 
of   Land   and  Water  P.icrhts,    and  should  be  erased   from  the    record!

Blank  you  for  your  recent  inquiry  concerning  the  duration  of 
certificates  issued  on  "behalf  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
suspending  the  Secretary's  power  of  condemnation  on  property  at 
Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  in  Massachusetts. 

Section  k(b)   of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  August  7,  I96I 
(75  Stat.  28k),   the  act  providing  for  the  establishment  of  the 
national  seashore,  provides  that  the  Secretary's  authority  to 
acquire  land  by  condemnation  shall  be  suspended  as  to  all  improved 
property  within  any  of  the  towns  during  all  times  such  towns  shall 
have  in  force  and  applicable  to  the  property  a  valid  zoning  ordinance 
approved  by  the  Secretary.  The  term  improved  property  is  defined 
in  section  k(&)   as  a. detached  one-family  dwelling,  construction  of 
which  was  begun  before  September  1,  1959*  together  with  accessory 
structures  and  certain  surrounding  land. 

Section  6  of  the  act  provides  that  where  the  Secretary's  power  of 
condemnation  has  been  suspended  in  accordance  with  the  act,  any  party 
in  interest  shall  upon  request  be  furnished  with  a  certificate 
indicating  that  the  Secretary's  power  of  condemnation  has  been 
suspended  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

The  Department  of  the  Interior  in  issuing  and  administering  these 
certificates  is  governed  necessarily  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
August  7,   I961.  Therefore,  any  party  owning  property  which  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  act,  as  set  out  above,  must  be  issued  a 
certificate.  This  certificate  necessarily  must  remain  in  force  so 
long  as  the  property  continues  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  act. 

We  enclose  a  copy  of  a  typical  certificate  of  suspension  of  condemnation. 
You  will  note  that  it  states  that  the  power  to  acquire  the  subject 
improved  property  is  suspended  for  the  reason  that  zoning  bylaws 
acceptable  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  have  been  adopted  by  the 
town  in  which  the  property  is  located.  You  will  note,  also,  that  the 
suspension  may  be  terminated  if  the  zoning  bylaws  are  revoked  or 
revised  in  a  manner  not  acceptable  to  the  Secretary,  if  the  property 
becomes  subject  to  a  variance  or  exception  to  the  zoning  bylaws  not 
approved  by  the  Secretary,  or  if  a  new  use  or  development  occurs 
which  is  in  violation  of  the  zoning  bylaws.

We  wish  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
certificate  expressly  provides  for  the  transfer  of  the  certificate 
upon  a  change  of  ownership  of  the  property. 

In  addition  to  suspension  of  condemnation  of  improved  property,  as 
defined  in  the  act,  under  the  approved  zoning  bylaws,  section  k(c) 
of  the  act  provides  in  the  following  language  for  suspension  of 
condemnation  with  regard  to  commercial  and  industrial  property: 

"The  Secretary's  authority  to  acquire  property  by 
condemnation  shall  be  suspended  with  respect  to  any 
particular  property  which  is  used  for  commercial  or 
industrial  purposes  during  any  periods  when  such  use  is 
permitted  by  the  Secretary  and  during  the  pendency  of  the 
first  application  for  such  permission  made  to  the  Secretary 
after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  provided  such 
application  is  made  not  later  than  the  date  of  establishment 
of  the  seashore." 

It  readily  may  be  seen  that  this  authority  is  discretionary  with  the 
Secretary.  A  certificate  granted  under  this  provision  may  be  revoked 
by  the  Secretary  upon  a  determination  that  the  particular  use  should 
not  be  allowed  to  continue  within  the  seashore. 

We  trust  that  this  will  be  helpful.  Your  interest  in  and  support  of 
Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  are  greatly  appreciated.

We  have  carefully  considered  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of 
March  13  asking  for  more  definite  information  regarding  the  termination 
of  the  commercial  services  on  Government  property  at  Cape  Cod  National 
Seashore  than  that  given  to  you  by  Regional  Director  Lemuel  A. 
Garrison  in  his  letter  to  you  of  January  20,  1967.  There  has  been  no 
change  since  that  time  in  the  objectives  and  procedures  of  the  National 
Park  Service. 

Public  Law  87-126,  authorizing  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore,  requires 
the  National  Park  Service  to  seek  the  advice  of  the  Advisory  Commis- 
sion before  reaching  a  decision  on  these  properties.  We  will,  of 
course,  continue  this  practice.  Prior  to  the  negotiation  of  the 
existing  concession  contracts  covering  the  two  motels  under  discussion, 
the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  was  to  continue  their  operation 
as  there  was  a  need  for  facilities  to  accommodate  seashore  visitors. 

All  commercial  operations  are  carefully  watched  and  will  be  given 
special  study  before  the  permit  expiration  date.  In  the  event  a 
determination  is  made  to  extend  these  services  for  a  time,  appropriate 
public  notice  will  be  given  in  advance  to  that  effect.  This  will  give 
interested  parties  an  opportunity  to  express  their  views. 

We  regret  that  we  cannot  give  you  a  firm  date  for  discontinuance  of 
these  commercial  activities  at  this  time.  We  can  assure  you  that  in 
considering  this  matter  we  will  be  cognizant  of  the  best  interests  of 
all  the  residents  of  Cape  Cod  and  of  the  Nation. 

We,  of  course,  do  recognize  and  appreciate  your  valued  interest  in 

the  seashore  and  welcome  the  opportunity  to  explain  all  Service  actions 

in  connection  therewith.

2.  The  meeting  must  concern  itself  with  the 
natural  history  of  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore 
Area. 

3.  No  politics  or  politicians. 

4.  The  meetings  can  not  consume  an  entire 
morning  or  afternoon,  because,  even  in  the  off 
season,  there  are  visitors  who  come  to  the  Seashore. 

5.  There  are  no  provisions  for  clean-up  after 
such  meetings.
